On the 25rd Septemb.-r, 1965, after the cease-fire in the 
Indo-Pakistun conflict, the enemy infiltiated into the villages 
ot Kdnoor, Sobhala, Miazlar and other villages in the Bar- 
mer sector of Rajasthan. They attacked civilians and looted 
'heir property, particularly, in village Sobhala. Company 
i ommauder Dwarka Sin ah was ordered by the Army autho- 
ntieji, under whose command his unit was operating, to go 
to the rescue of the civilians. Shn Dwarka Singh took a party 
expeditiously to Sobhala and fearlessly attacked the enemy, 
.vno was st longer in men and arms. The boldness and initia- 
tive displayed by Shri Dwarka Singh forced the enemy to with- 
draw. 

Shri Dwarka Singh was also detailed by the Army authori- 
ties to gather intelligence about tire plans of the enemy. He 
fulfilled this task at great risk to his own life. 

When the Aimy attacked Kelnoor, Shri Dwarka Singh went 
with the advance party to guide the Army. At Mlazlar he 
was attached to the Army Brigade Headquarters, When an 
Indian post came under heavy enemy fire, Shri Dwarka Singh 
was ordered to lemfcrcc that post which he did most speedily 
nod stoutly held the position under intensive enemy shelling 
till the enemy eventually withdrew. 

In all these actions, Shii Dwarka Smgh displayed exemplary 
devotion to duty, initiative and resourcefulness,

Statement of sendees for which the decoration has hern 
awarded 

On the 17th December, 1966, intelligence was received, that 
(he gang of the notorious dacoit Murat Singh was moving 
Inwards village Chanraiya of Madhya Pradesh. Sector 
Commander Krishna Mitra Chaturvedi positioned forces at 
Patan and Madiadoh on the 20th December, 1966 and at 
about 9 a,m. the same day he alongwith Sub-Inspector Babu- 
singh Kushwaha left in a jeep with a driver-Constable and 
two other Special Armed Force men. On their way they 
picked up an informer and reached Chauraiya in the after- 
noon. Shri Chaturvedi camped at the end of the main-road 


and sent his men to the village to prepare food, thus giving 
an impression that die party was there on a routine visit. 
However, the two officers alongwith the informer surrepti- 
tiously moved mto the adjoining forest for a reconnaissance 
of the terrain. On return, the SAF men found the officers 
missing. Soon after they heard gun shots in the direction of 
village Barahar. On search being made the officers as well 
as the informer were found dead. 

T he circumstances showed that the two police officers and 
i he informer had been am bushed by the dacoits and shot 
dead during a fierce fight with them. The action of these offi- 
cers in reconnoitring the area before deploying the force in 
a usual manner lest it might arouse suspicion, was a calculat- 
ed risk. The officcis took the bold step of moving Into the 
forest, knowing fully well that the dangerous gang was in the 
vicinny and sacrificed their lives in a gallant effort to liqui- 
date the gang. 

Thus Sarva-hri Kri-.hna Mitta Chaturvedi and Babusingh 
Kmhwaha exhibited conspicuous gallantly, initiative and de- 
votion to duty of a high order in utter disregard of their 
personal safety. 

2. These awaids arc made for gallantry under rule 4(i) of 
the rules governing the award of the Police Medal and in the 
ease of Shri Babusingh Kushwaha the award carries with it 
the special allowance admissible under rule 5. with effect from 
tho 20th December, 1966.
